an axe at the time, and was cut on the 
hand and head and also sustained a 
severe wrench to his knee. It was 
thought at one time that he had sus- 
tained a fracture of the limb, but it 
turned out to be not so bad as was 
thought, and he has since been a- 
round all right. 


Fire broke out again in the same 


building about 11 o'clock that night 
and an alarm was sounded,' but the 
flames were extinguished without the 
aid of the department.

Edward Hougen, where the furnace 
had been overheated and it was 
thought that the building was afire. 
No damage done.

consin cities are not fully alive to 
the great opportunity that will be 
theirs in case the proposed state con- 
stitutional amendment providing for 
municipal home rule shall be adopt- 
ed by the people at the election next 
November. This amendment empow- 
ers the cities of the state to frame 
and adopt new charters, and from 
time to time to amend their charters, 
subject to constitutional restrictions 
as to bonded indebtedness and rate 
of taxation, and to the general laws 
of the state. 


The commission plan now provided 


tiy legislative enactment Is stereo- 
typed in form. It must be adopted as 
a whole or rejected as a whole. Since 
it was devised, not a few new ideas 
regarding it have been adopted by 
:lties in other states. And so any 
Ity that is considering the commis- 
sion system will, by waiting for home 
rule, not only be in a position to for- 
mulate a plan adapted to its own pe- 
culiar needs, but will have the bene- 
fit of these new Ideas and an oppor- 
tunity to adopt any of them. Every 
city, moreover, will be at liberty to 
adopt any form of charter—not only 
the commission plan, but a short bal- 
ot, federal plan or the manager sys- 
:em. 


The thing for the cities of the 


state to do, it seems to us, is to be- 
in the study of the groundwork of 
nodern city government and thus 
prepare for the exercise of home rule, 
which more than anything else means 
home-made charter legislation.

This fact affords 
good reason for believing that the 
public-spirited citizens of many Wis- 
consin cities are not fully alive to 
the great opportunity that will be 
theirs in case the proposed state con- 
stitutional amendment providing for 
municipal home rule snail be..adopt- 
ed by the people at-the election next 
November. This amendment empow- 
ers the cities of the state 'to frame 
and adopt new charters, and from 
ti.me to time to amend their charters, 
subject to constitutional restrictions 
as to bonded indebtedness and rate 
of taxation, and to the general laws 
of the state. 
• . • , 


The commission plan now provided 


by legislative enactment is stereo- 
typed in form. It must be adopted as 
a whole.or rejected'as a whole. Since 
it was devised, not a few new ideas 
regarding it have been adopted by 
cities in other states. And so any 
city that is considering the commis- 
sion system will, by waiting for home 
rule, not only be in a. position to for- 
mulate a'plan adapted to its own pe- 
culiar needs, but will have the bene- 
fit of these new ideas and an oppor- 
tunity to adopt any of them. Every 
city, moreover, will be at liberty to 
adopt any form of charter—not only 
the commission plat), but a short bal- 
lot, federal.plan or the manager sys- 
tem. 
The thing for the cities of the 


state to do, it seems to us, is to be- 
gin the study of the groundwork of 
modern city government and thus 
prepare for the exercise of home rule, 
which more than anything else moans 
home-made charter legislation.

Soon after they wpro 
brought liere they were put to work 
on the woodpile and told that the 
warmth of their meals and of the j:i!l 
depended upon their efforts in reduc- 
ing that pile. 


Soon one of them contracted rheu- 


matism and-could do no :\vork and 
even though cold.-meals wore sentjn 
and steam turned off at night tho other 
soon displayed signs of a physical 
breakdown. 
Taking compassion on 


the men. Sheriff Kubislak relieved 
them of that duty and assigned Uiem 
to clean tho plates, knives, forks, 
spoons and cups and the cooking 
utensils. 


This they refused to do nnd when 


told they would have to live upon 
bread v and water until they washed 
the dishes, replied that they did not 
have to live on bread and water and 
threatened to bring their auornc.y

water have been placed at their dis- 
posal by the kindly sheriff, but none 
of it haw been touched, the men hav- 
ing declared a hunger "strike until 
given fall meals and immunity from 
labor..

The office was in character with the notorious 


Indifference to appearances of the senior partnor 
of tbe firm.

The mailbox was Lincoln's old plug hat, as was

for legal papers of importance Miscellaneous 
transactions were confided to the safekeeping of 
i mammoth envelope, on 
which Lincoln had 


scrawled, "When jou can't find IT anv^here c>Ke

When Lincoln went into tourt them was none 


of the see-the-conquering-heio s\\agger about him 
He would sa>, ' Well, here I am, ain t von gUd to 
see me?" and if la the course of the argument it 
was necessary for him to concede a point to th<?

Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.—Trans-

worm, advJsos bulletin No. 59 of the 
department of Agriculture, in mak- 
ng rcommendation for the control 
of this worm. 
When the early In- 


fectatlon is very severe, prime off 
and destroy the infected leaves; de- 
stroy all tobacco stubble as soon as 
he crop is harvested to prevent the 
)reeding of a Hibernating generation; 
clean up and destroy all trash In and 
around fields and tobacco barns; do 
not follow potatoes by tobacco if the 
qfectatlon of tobacco haft been more 
severe in such cases than where dif- 
ferent rotation was followed; grow 
potatoes as far as possible from to- 
bacco fields. 


In Cuba and the United States the 


plitworm is known on tobacco as a 
leaf-miner only. Only the older to- 
bacco leaves are affected unless the 
infestation is very severe; and In 
these, the lower leaves, grayish, ir- 
regular blotches are produced which, 
later iurn brown and become fragile 
so that tho tobacco is unfit for wrap- 
pers.

where the infectation is very slight, 
the larva in most cases begins work 
in the "ruffles" along the midrib and 
they afterward migrate and form 
mines in various parts of the leaf.

The nursery, literally grown un- 


der glass, which is maintained by the 
state of New York in connection with 
Its extensive work In the Adirondack 
mountains, is typical ot similar for- 
estry work. Here millions of trees 
are raised from seeds in long, narrow 
beds like ordinary garden vegetables. 


Some Interesting experiments have 


been carried out at this station in im- 
IX?rting trees when very small, and 
after careful cultivation setting them 
out among the mountains. The trees 
Brown in the government forestry sta- 
tion in Germany are considered the 
finest in the world. 
- •' 


They are brought over when still 


very small sprouts, millions of th 
•t a time, tied up in great bales. 
fa* yean later thousands of acres 
nHiB* mountains will be clothed 
(has* tree*. 


Tte seeds from wktok theae 
y froj«i«mi are faUered wltt 


care from only tbe youngest and 
strongest trees. At the proper time In 
in the early spring they are planted in 
glass frames in eoil about 18 Inches in 
depth. 


Within ten days after planting ths 


first sprouts begin to appear. The 
diminutive trees are usually trans- 
planted the first spring after planting, 
and In two yeurU are ready to set out 
in their permanent position. 


Great ci.ro is taken in spacing the 


trees according to slope on which they 
may stand. For several years the 
ground around them Is looked to, tho 
dead trees are removed and In dna 
time a strong, young forest clothes the 
barren hills.—Christian Herald.

Washington.—By May 1 next it will 


be impossible for any adult alien to 
enter the United States for the pur- 
pose of becoming a citizen unless he 
Is able to read. Congress soon will 
pass and the president will sign an 
immigration restriction bill which will 
shut out illiterate foreigners. 


The reason for the positive state- 


ment that congress will pass and tho 
president will sign an immigration re- 
striction, bill containing the illiteracy 
test clause is that it is known definite- 
ly that a great majority of the mem- 
bers of congress are in favor of the 
measure and that Mr. Wilson, Judg- 
ing by what he has said in the past 
on the same subject,, also favors the 
enactment of such legislation. 


Pressure is being brought to bear 


to have the Immigration bill taken up 
early in February and pressed to a 
passage. This restriction bill is al- 
most identical with the one which 
passed the house and senate last year 
and which President Tuft vetoed. 


Arrangements are being made for 


consideration of the measure. A rule 
is to be asked limiting debate to seven 
hours on piich side. This means that 
tho 14 hours will he given over large- 
ly to the discussion of the literacy 
clause of the bill which provides that 
no alien over sixteen years of age 
who is unable to read shall be grant- 
ed admisssion to this country. 


Representative Burnett of Alabama, 


chairman of the committee on immi- 
gration and naturalization, has submit- 
ted on behalf of the majority of his 
committee a report favorable to the 
passage of the bill virtually aa 
it 


stands. There are three minority re- 
ports, one signed by Representatives 
Saballi of Illinois and 
Goldfogle of 


Ne%v York, one by Representative 
Moore of Pennsylvania, and one by 
Representative Johnson ot Washing- 
ton. The objections to the bill entered 
by the minority members aro based 
on various considerations. 


Favored by Southerners. 


There are some curious thing? un- 


derlying tills proposed immigration re- 
stricting measure. There is a feeling 
in Washington that many of the north- 


repreaentatlvos In congress wish 


the bill to pass and yet feel they must 
vote agaiiMt It. It ia said that in its 
Initiative it is a southern proposition. 
Members of the house from the south- 
ern states have no reason to fear that 
they will endanger their seats by vot- 
ing against it 
The constituents of 


virtually all the southerners are of 
old American stock and seemingly it 
in taken for granted that Americans 
ot thin stock will look with equanim- 
ity on the exclusion of illiterate 
aliens. 


This bill, or one very much like it, 


It will be remembered, waa passed 
by th» senate and house last year and 
vetoed by Mr. Taft. 
The 
senate 


passed it over the veto by more than 


two-thirds vote, but the house up- 


hold Mr. Taft's action by a narrow 
margin. 


Pernicious Lobby Routed. 


President Wilson's word of wrath 


hut summer that pernicious lobby- 
ing was going on in congress not 
only had 
Us effect in disclosing 


the 
nameu of the 
lobbyists, but 


it baa brought about an entirely new 
condition of affairs in this city. There 
are no lobbyists in Washington dur- 
ing the discussion of the anti-trust 
bills. They have been barred by hints 
which have the force of an executive 
order. 


Washington fully expects that repre- 


sentatives of the great business inter- 
ests of the country will come here to 
make themselves heard before tho ju- 
diciary and interstate commerce com- 
mittees which were given charge of 
the anti-trust bills. Some of the busi- 
ness men. already are here, but there 
are none of the marks of the old-time 
lobbyists about them or about the law- 
yers whom the} have brought with 
them or sent ahead of them to plead 
against some of the provisions' of the 
measurea. 


Old Washington residents and the 


veteran members of congress proba- 
bly will be unable to recognize any 
individuals in the descending hosts. 
The old-timers, if they are to be found, 
must be searched for with a long-dis- 
tance telescope. The refcent lobby in- 
quiry, although Its results in some 
respects were not what they might 
have been, has been sufficient to shat- 
ter the iron nerves of some of the 
lobbyists of other days. It is believed 
In Washington 
that the anti-trust 


hearings will be free from the scandal 
ot the old familiar methods of exerting 
undue influence on individual commit- 
tee members. 


Business Men Welcome. 


It ia plain from what has been said 


in the vicinity of the White Houae 
that President Wilson desires that rep- 
resentatives of the commercial inter- 
ests of the country shall come to 
Washington and present to tho com- 
mttteemen their side ot any case in- 
volved In the projected legislation.

What are the Republican and the Pro- 
gressive candidates 
going to talk 


about in order to arouse tbe enthusi- 
asm of the voters and to secure their 
support 1 


This question i* before the Repub- 


lican and Progressive congressional 
committees for an answer today. They 
must find the answer, or better, the 
answers, within the next few months. 
Two years 
ago 
tha 
Republicans 


pledged themselves to antl-truut and 
banking 
and 
currency legislation. 


They favored the establishment of a 
parcel post, a liberal policy toward 
Alaska, plans tor flood protection and 
many other things. The Democrats 
have dealt with all these matters and, 
apparently to their own t-atiufaction, 
havi; settled them. 


It Is perfectly true that tho high 


hope of the Progressives is simply 
that the party can increase its mem- 
bership in the next house of repre- 
sentatives. The leaders of the new 
party have little or no thought, BO far 
as one can determine, that they can 
secure a sweeping victory In the elec- 
tions of next November. They do be- 
lieve, however, that they can gain ad- 
ditional members In 18 or 20 district* 
now represented by either Democrats 
or Republicans. 


Must Find New Issues. 


The Republicans, as has been inti- 


mated, must look for new issues in 
the next congressional campaign, be- 
cause the Democrats have taken a 
good many of their Issues away from 
them. Now, of course, if the legisla- 
tion passed by tbe Democrats, and 
which they have intended as a set- 
tlement ot these Issues, shall fall ot 
its purpose, the Republicans can go to 
the country on the basis of their op- 
ponents' failure. The laws, however, 
which the Democrats propose to enact 
or which they already have, enacted 
do not go Into effect in some Instances' 
for a considerable time to come. In 
the cases of the laws which have gone 
into effect, it will take a long time to 
prove whether they are efficacious or 
not. So It would seem that the Demo- 
cratic party la fairly safe until some 
time after tho next congressional elec- 
tion. 


The Progressives seemingly are a 


little better off than tbe Republicans 
in the matter of Issues. 
They say 


that th' Democratic legislation shows 
an origin in the Progressive party, and 
that Mr. Wilson and the congress dom- 
inated by his party have been steal- 
ing the Progressive material. 
The 


Progressives, however, will not sire- 
ply cry "Thief," for they have a dis- 
tinct issue in their plank which called 
for an interstate trade commission, 
with plenty of power to regulate the 
trusts of the country. 


The Democrats have prepared a bill 


establishing an interstate trade com- 
mission, but it. is given nothing like 
the authority which tho Progressives 
think should be given to such a body. 
The Democratic effort apparently is 
to restore competitive conditions of 
many years ago. 
Tho Progressives 


say that failure to do this is inevita- 
ble, 
and some 
of '.he 
Hepublicans 


agree with them. 


Progressives and Child Labor. 
The Progressive party has made a 


good deal o£ its proposal to do away 
with child labor by means of a federal 
act. It is urged by tbe Progressives 
that the continuance of present child 
labor conditions ultimately will under- 
mine American manhood and woman- 
hood and bring about the decay of the 
nation. Republicans never have been 
keen about stopping chiia labor, and 
the Democrats virtually declined to 
give it consideration. 
This subject 


will be among the foremost things to 
which the Progressives will give at- 
tention in their congressional cam- 
paign. 


It is evident in Washington that the 


Republican leaden still are waiting 
for the tariff to undo the Democrats. 
TnCTC have been no marked signs, so 
far as Washington can learn, that the 
Democratic tariff law ia doing any 
great amount of damage, but the H*> 
publicans seem to think evil is going 
to happen soon and that on the tariff 
(•me they once more can ride into 
power.

Washington.—By May 1 next It will 


be impossible for any adult alien to 
enter the United States for the pur- 
pose or becoming a citizen unless he 
Is able to read. ^Congress soon will 
pass and tue president will sign an 
immigration restriction bill which will 
shut out illiterate foreigners. 


The reason for the positive state- 


went that congress will pass and tho 
president will sign an immigration re- 
striction bill containing the Illiteracy 
test clause is that it is known definite- 
ly that a great majority ot the mem- 
bers or: congress are in. favor .of the 
measure aid that Mr. Wilson, judg- 
ing by what he.,has. said in the past 
on;the same, subject,, also favors .the 
enactment of/such legislation. 


Pressure is being brought .to bear 


: to'have the immigration bill taken up 
early in. February and .pressed to 
passage. This restriction bill Is 
most identical--with the one which 
passed..the:iiouse and senate last year 
and which President Taft vetoed. 


Arrangements are being made for 


consideration of the measure. A.rulo 
is to be asked limiting debate to seven 
hours on each side. This means that 
the 1-i hours will be given over large- 
ly to the .discussion of the literacy 
clause of the bill .which provides that 
no alien over sixteen years, of age 
who is -unable to read shall be grant- 
ed admis.sslon to. this country. 
.-Representative Burnett of Alabama, 
chairman:of the.committee on, immi- 
gration arid naturalization^, has submit- 
ted on behalf of .the majority of his 
committee a report favorable to the 
passage • of the bill virtually 
as

stands. There aro three minority re- 
ports, one signed by Representatives 
Sabath of Illinois and 
Goldfogle of

hese jobs had to be done according 
o surveys approved by the sta^e

A blue print is 


made for each job, and the foreman 
s required to work according to that 
lue print, so that a uniform standard 
f road work will be accomplished all 
jver the (state 
But here I was, with 


all this money and not a foreman 
hat could even go out and stake out 
>ne of the jobs 
I could not even 


put my hands on a man who could 
tart one of our gasoline rollers, nor 
did I have a man that could adjust 
or take care of a crusher 
Coupled 


with the above conditions of affairs 
men of all kinds were scarce 
Now 


then, as you know my position to 
itart with, to be fair do you wonder 
hat the work done In some local! 
ies was not pushed as vigorously as 
t should have been' 


Other causes of high cost was the 


scarcity of men and good wages to 
;hose who could be secured, but when 
men are scarce they know it, and 
don't care to deliver very much work 
for the money 


The standard of the grade was thot 


by many as running into extremes, 
but Mr Taxpayer, I appeal to you, 
don't holler because the road Is too 
good, remember you are building the 
foundation for the future genera- 
tions, and again I say, build this 
foundation right so that you are sat- 
isfied that we have a permanent foun- 
dation for the surfacing with crushed 
stone, gravel or concrete, whenever 
we want to put surfacing material on 
ur roads, which in my opinion shoulc 
not be done for at least a year after 
this new foundation has been built 


The surface of the roads will have 


to be taken care of by every genera- 
tion because there is nothing you 
can put on that will not wear 6ut 
But not so with grading and culvert 
work, if properly built should never 
give out 


Some men have made remarks thai 


they could have done the work for 
half the money it cost the county un-' 
der this day labor system Now, you 
Mr Man who made such remarks 
come out and make some money this 
coming }ear 
I ha\ e a lot of jobs for 


you, and would be glad to let them by 
contracts to any one furnishing bond' 
for the faithful performance of the 
work 
There is no one more an 


xious to get this work done cheap 
than I am 


And this brings us into the matter 


of contract work, and aa we always 
contracted our bridge work, and as 
oui state aid bridge work was done 
under the day labor system, you can 
very easily get the figures and com- 
pare your last year's contract work, 
with our bridges built under the day 
labor system, and you will find at 
least 20 per cent to the credit of the 
day labor system under my super- 
vision 


Summarizing, I find according to 


record that I have saved over 20 
per cent of the bridge fund, and some 
of the taxpayers claim that I have 
wasted nearly 50 per cent of the road 
fund 


Now, 
tbe only wa> I can see how 


to adjust this matter is to continue 
doing our bridge work under the day 
labor system, and contract our state 
aid grading work to some of these 
fellows who know how 


For myself I have no excuse to 


offer for high cost of construction, 
as I did all in my powei to keep that 
cost down 
Bear in mind that the 


taxes you pay this winter have noth- 
ing to do with last summers work, 
as these taxes are to be expended dur- 
ing the season of 1914 and amounts 
to SCS.fe? 00 for roads and bridges 


And brother farmers as nearly all 


unjust criticism comes from the coun- 
try, do you know that the cities and 
villages in Wood county did not get 
a dollars worth of improvements out 
of this state aid highway fund, but 
paid towards your state aid highway 
work in 1913 28 per cent of tbe state 
bridges, 33 per cent on state roads, 
49 per cent o fthe $15,500 00 county 
appropriation, 49 per cent of all ma- 
chinery and repairs, 49 per cent of 
the county highway commissioner's 
salary and expenses' 


That is not all, three farm mem- 


bers of tbe countj board succeeded 
against very Influential opposition in 
secuiing a farmer to work among you 
and superintend thia road work Ana 
all these improvements as well an 
most of the money it took to do the 
work is left In front of your doors 


With the above facts before you, do 


you think that you ought to keep 
quiet next time you go into towu 
you might get the man living in the 
city woke up to the fact that he is 
building a good deal of your roads 


As the cost of construction is low- 


er than in some counties under sim- 
ilar conditions, and at least a couple 
of the jobs will show up with the best 
in the state, so am happy to believe 
that the farmer in charge, Louis 
Amundsen is making good

possible in 19-different towns. '' 


As nearly every 'one t knows,, all 


these jobs had to be'done according 
to' surveys approved^ by. the state 
highway commission. ' A blue print.is 
made for each Job, and' the foreman 
is .required to work according to that 
>lue print, so that'a uniform standard 
of road work will be accomplished all 
over the ata'te.' But here I was, with 
alf this money and-not a foreman 
that could even go ouf}Jand stake out 
one of the jobs. . I-could not even 
put my hands on a man who could 
start one of our gasoline rollers, nor 
did I'have a man'sthat could adjust 
or'take care of a crusher. 
Coupled 


with the above conditions of affairs 
men of all kinds wdre scarce, Now 
then, as you know my position to 
start with", to be fair, do you wonder 
that the work done in some locali- 
ties was not pushed as vigorously 'as 
it should^haye been? 


Othe),' causes of high cost was,the 


scarcity of, men and good wages *to 
those vrho'could be secured, but when 
men are scarce they know it, and 
don't care1 to deliver very much'work 
for the money. 


The standard of the grade was thot 


by many as Running, into extremes, 
but Mr. Taxpayer,. I appeal to you, 
don't holler because the road is too 
good, remember you are building the 
foundation for the future genera- 
tions, and again I say, build this 
foundation right'so that you are sat- 
isfied that we have a permanent f9un- 
datlon for the surfacing with crushed 
stone, gravel or concrete, whenever 
we want to put surfacing material on 
ur roads, which'in my opinion should 
not be done for at least a year after 
this new'fouiidatlon has been built. 


The surf ace'of the roads will have 


to be taken care of by evory genera- 
tion because' "there is nothing you 
can put on that will not wear 6ut. 
But not so with grading and culvert 
work, if properly built should1 never 
give out. 


Some men have made remarks that 


they could have 'done the work for 
half the money it cost the county un- 
der this day labor system; Now, you 
Mr, Man, 'Who -.made such- remarks 
come o'ut and,make, some money this 
coming year. ' Thave a lot of jobs for 
you, 
and would be glad to let them by 


contracts to'any one furnishing bond 
for the faithful performance of the 
work. 
There Is no one more an- 


xious to get this work done 
than I'am. 


And this brings,.us into .the. matter 


of contract work,.and. as we always 
contracted our bridge work, .and as 
our state aid bridge work was done 
"under .the'.day labor system,^you can 
very easily get the figures a'nd com- 
pare your last year's contract work, 
with our bridges built under the da'y 
labor, system,".and you will'find at 
least 20.per cent to the credit of the 
day labor system under my super- 
vision. 


Summarizing, I find according to 


record that I .have saved over 20 
per cent of the, bridge fund, and some 
of the taxpayers.;claim that I have 
wasted nearly G.6 per cent of the road 
fund.

'Now, the only way ,1 can see how 


to adjust this, matter is .to continue 
doing our bridge work under the day 
labor system,; and contract our state 
aid grading work to .some of these 
fellows who know how.
